and report was made by the Board at the commencement of ’ 


the year. : 

Results, in the main, have been satisfactory, when we con- 
sider the unavoidable hindrances caused by the prevailing 
epidemic of scarlet fever, and the fear of its further spread. 
‘The attendance up to the outbreak was unusually good, We 
cannot blame parents for doing all in their power to prevent 
the exposure of their childrei*to possible contagion, even if 
the schools suffer thereby. We simply record our regret that 
such a misfortune should come upon us. 

‘These conditions and the results bring out more fully than 
we might otherwise realize, the importance of prompt and 
constant attendance at school, not only for the immediate 
benefit of the schools and pupils, but for the great advantage 
it will prove to each scholar to have formed habits of punctu- 
ality and continued application, both prime factors to success 


in hfe. 
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It will be noticed that the expense of school books and 
supplies for the year exceeded the appropriation. The defi- 
ciency was made up, in part, from the excess of previous 
appropriations. 

We feel that the teachers have labored hard and diligently 
for the best interests of pupils and the community. 

Six different teachers have been employed; only one 
change, and that at the West school. Miss Hammond resign- 
ing, Miss Gravlin was elected to finish the school year. 

We would especially commend the work of Miss Cameron 
in the Vessel Rock school, as both her work and attendance 
have been good. 

Miss Mason has maintained her usual high standard of 
work. 

We have been fortunate in having Miss Chase as the teach- 
er of the Grammar school. She has done very good work 
under unfavorable circumstances. ‘The presence of scarlet 
fever during the term has been of very serious annoyance, 
causing the Fall term to be cut short, and the Winter term to 
keep much longer than usual; thus unavoidably causing the 
pupils to suffer from bad travelling and increasing cold in the 
schoolroom, and, as might be expected, the attendance has 
been correspondingly poor. 

At the West school Miss Agnes D. Hammond completed 
her ninth term at the end of the summer term. Her faithful- 
ness and long acquaintance with the scholars made her work 
very satisfactory. Miss Hammond was succeeded by Miss 
Addie Gravlin, who labored under the disadvantage of a 
very small school, which is very trying to any teacher. 

Miss Higgins completed her second year in the East 
school, and scholars of good attendance showed satisfactory 


advancement.
